an unexceptionable condition, havinj 
uver GO per cent of deposits on hand 
with a private fund of $1,500,000 in ad' 
.ditiou to draw upon, making it impossi- 
ble to close their doors. 


The Colorado National and several 


others equally good, the mob withdrew 
their money, all being small depos- 
itors, the banks pay all demands except 
on time certificates, demanding that 
these remain until the expiration 
ihfir time. 


President J. K. Thoeker of the clear- 


inghouse fiays: "I am. confident that 
today will see thee wurs-t of this, and 
tlie people will come to their senses. 
At a meeting of the clearing house last 
night we decided that we- could not help 
the banks, and BO some of them nave 
j«onc to the wall. 


The excitement and demand upon the 


banks for money continued unabated 


- until about 2 o'clock, when it subsided 


at all the banks except tlie Utah ytafe 
National and German National, where 
depositors seemed to increase instead of 
diminishing. 


Just before the close the failure of the 


Mercantile Savings Bank, with a capital 
of $100,000, was announced. Its assets 
are sufficient to pay all liabilities in 
time. 


D. II. Moffutt, president of the First 


National bank, stated that deposits at 
his bauk during the day greatly exceed- 
ed the withdrawals. 


Tho constant drain on the banks by 


scared depositors brought about a crisis, 
and it is stated by bankers that no lees 
tluin $8,000,000 had been withdrawn 
from banks the last three months, and 
of this at least $5,000,000 were locked up 
in the city. 


Late this afternoon two more savings 


banks assigned-- the North Denver sav- 
ings and the private hank of Stephens 
A Hunchett, known as the Capital Sav- 
ings bank. 


Following the failure of the big Mc- 


Namarfl dry gonds house this morning, 
several other mercantile failures are an- 
nounced. They were John Mouat Lum- 
ber Conippny on an attachment for 
$15,1,000; Albert Nelson, restaurant and 
saloon, whose liabilities reach nearly 
$100,000; four other arms with liabil- 
itiep of $76,000 also failed. 


DEXV^K, July 20.—There will be no 


more bauk failures here, as the panic 
.wore itself out yesterday and scarcely a 
dozen depositors were at the paying 
tellers1 windows of the remaining banks 
at the opening this morning, while at 
t he receiving tellers' windows were sev- 
eral strings of depositors reaching nearly 
to the Ptreet lined up and money was go- 
ing bach into .the banks' vaults almost 
as fast as it ivent out the past three 
days. There may be a few commercial 
failures during the next few days as a 
result of the bauk failures, but it is be- 
lieved there will be no bad ones. It is 
stated that the McNamara dry goods 
house, which failed Monday, has settled 
with its principal creditors nnd will re- 
sume nest Monday. 


The Flanders dry goods house, occupy- 


ing five stores and five stories high, was 
attached this morning. 
Assets esti- 


mated at $200,000; liabilities $125,000.

EMPLOYING IT. 


Au Employer Who Says 
Wind 


Women Can Do tliK Work 


KQiially Well.

RKi'tfni.icAN'.—1 noticed an 


article in last evening's Expositor re- 
garding the Karl Fruit Company in 
their employment of Chinese labor, and 
which is for the most part incorrect and 
misleading. 


The rejwrter no doubt took what wa:, 


fiven him and is, of course, not to 
blame. For instance, the article says 
that "the Karl Fruit Company do not 
employ Chinamen in preference to white 
labor." This is certainly very strange. 
"Why, then, do they employ Chinamen? 


They claim that there "is no white 


labor skilled m packing pears. That is 
untrue. There are plenty of skilled 
;irls and men packers in i'rcsno, and 
ibis fact hns been clearly proved. If 
the public care to convince themselves 
all they have to do is to step over to the 
packing house of the Griltin-Skelley 
Company, where the National Fruit As- 
sociation are packing, and compare that 
work, which is being done by girls, with 
iiiat which the Chinamen are doing for 
the Earl Fruit Company. 


As for their carting Chinamen around 


the state, some of it is true and some is 
not; for there are Chinamen there who 
reside in Fresno and King counties, and 
have worked in the aforesaid places this 
year. 


They gay: "We would have nothing 


for the Chinamen to do." That would 
be too bad. 1 suppose it is worse for 
Chinamen to go hungry than for some 
of our white families. 


As an instance of their "preference 


ior white labor," I might state the fol- 
lowing : 


Every one knows there is a large num- 


ber of orange packers in the south in 
Lhe oranue season, and of course Mr. 
Earl tried not to hire Chinese lalwr, but 
stmnge to say, he did. 


In one instance white. laborers were 


lired, but in the remaining places (some 
twenty-five or more) he hired China- 
neu, and now up in the north lie uses 
nhine?e almost exclusively. 


This article which he or his agents 


caused to be put in the paper may cau?e 
i few to think with him, but it will not 
'wash" with those who know him and 
know the fruit business. 


Pear packers can be supplied am- 


,imo he wishes, and if he desires to 
compete with Chinese vs. white, girls, 
et him or his agent apply at the place 
where the girla arc packing (alwve men- 
tioned), and he can he accommodated 
either in speed, neatness of work or any 
other way. 


The excuse of moving around is worre 
ban flimsy, tor it can be readily seen 
low much moving they are doing. 


It is to l>c hoped that this nuisance 


can be slopped and white labor snbsti- 
iited, for many families are actually in 
iced of work to provide the necessaries 
rt life.

several schools is this: The principal of 
a school makes up from reports furnished 
by Ins subordinates a iTquisiiion which 
is written ont on n blank form with tho 
titles of tho books, grades for which they 
are to lie used, and tire price of each book 
and the total for the whole requisition' 
Demands for maps, globes, churls, dic- 
tionaries, blackboards, janitors' supplies 
etc., must be approved by I he chairmen 
of Iho local committees. The requisi- 
tions after passing the committed on li- 
braries are sent to the secretary of the 
board of education, George G."Brown 
who controls thc distribution ol' Ihe snl^ 
plies for thr schools. 


The requisitions nre tabulated once a 


•week, and upon Iho basis of the result 
of tho tabulation orders are made out 
npon (he publishers. Lade (,c rooui for 
tho storage of Hie supplies anil Fcorcily 
of money forbid any considerable quan- 
ity of books being carried in stock. All 
he books are delivered at the bookroom 
n the office braiding of the board of ed- 
ucation, where they aro counted, and 
ach one is stamped "Property Board of 
Mucation, City of Brooklyn," and en- 
ered on tho receiving book. The clerks 
noko up tho orders for tho several 
schools, and the packages are sent to 
hen- destinations by express. 
A separate account of books recei-ed 


mdretnrucd is kept at the headquarters 
f the board of education with cacl- 
chool. The books are charged to tho 
.nncipals, who in turn charge them to 
ie teachers, the latter keeping track of 
he disposition of the volumes among 
he pupils. When I lie Looks become nn 
t for use. they are turned in and re- 
lonml if expensive, and if cheap sold 
or waste paper. All hooks when they 
cauuotbe used any longer, whether fit 
or rewinding or not, must be returned 


the board of education. If pupils 


willfully, destroy them, they ar» obliged 
to pay for others to replace the books de- 
stroyed. In tin) cose of books lost bv 
pupils Iheleackers are vested with a cer 
tain degree of discretionary power 
tonclung what measures if any shall be 
taken to make good the loss. 


How long tho average schoolbook lasts 


is n matter for speculation. 
The life of 


the average book differs with tho locality 
of the school and the character of tho 
pupils. In some sections, for instance, 
the books are converted into playthings 
for tho baby at home, while in others 
the greatest pride is manifested in pre- 
serving the Iraoks clean and unimpaired 
So, too, a geography of a good kind 
will lust frequently several years, whilo 
one season of work is generally the limit 
of endurance of a primer. 
Whatever 


may be tho total number of books used 
np in a year, it is certain that the em 
ployees of tho board who handle them 
haven't an overplus of leisure. 
From 


the middle of Jannory lill March ! three 
express wagons aro kept constantly on 
tho move distributing the packa-es t-j 
the schools. 


Tho nniuber of pupils on register is 


abent 68,000, so that the per capita cost 
for books is only a little over tl per year. 
In tho primary grades, where a large 
porboa of tho total registry is found 
many of the youngsters require only 
slates and primers. Higherup, however 
in the grammar Bchoolsand high schools' 
the cost of books for each pnpil if it 
were not borne by the board, wonhi 
range from $8 or ft to »7 or «8 per year, 
so that the !ra, book system is nni versally 
regarded as a boon to the public school 
children.—Brooklyn Eagle.

• A W1TXESS WHO ESCAPED A RUSE. 


Sheriff Hcnsley's peculiar conduct on 


the night of the murder was explained 
by calling the attention of the jury to 
the fact that at that time George Con- 
tant was in tlie Fresno juil, andappre- 
heiisions were felt by the authorities 
that an attempt would be made to make 
::n assault upon the jail for the purpose 
of rescuingliini. When the sheriff was 
awakened bv the shots which appeared 
'to come from the direction of the jail ho 
went to the jail and rinding everything 
all rij;lit walked down Mariposa street 
and there, in company with Policeman 
Grady, waited andsr.w Speasc, Seaward, 
and Daly return with the sack of tur- 
keys. Iluiihley certainly acted in ac- 
cordance with' his duty and no one can 
Maine him for what he, did. 


Attention was called to the refusal of 


Detective McFarland to produce the 
notes of statements alleged to have been 
made by several witnesses.

ser, scorched him with the fiery lava of 
insulting words, in the course of which 
the following remarks occurred: "If 
there ever was a picture put upon a 
slab like THAT would yon not be. ashamed 
of it? Do you think that intelligent 
men and women would permit THAT to 
cross their threshhold?" 


The testimony of Dr. 'Watson was 


lightly skimmed over with the remark 
that on such a night as ihat it was sim- 
ply an impossibility for any one, no 
matter how good his eyesight, to have 
recognized his dearest friend at the dis- 
tance of fifteen or twenty feet. The 
Doctor, added, tlie counsel, had the 
Kings River Lumber Company to swear 
to his reputation. "You know bow they 
were dug up." 


THC GAETAN'OS. 


"The next witness is from the Dago 


line. The Gsie,tano3 testified to a miser- 
able fairy tale, nnd the prosecution are 
trying to make McWhirter's dearest 
friend his executioner. It may be that 
Heath might, stand up and express his 
opinion to your face, but behind you, 
never, and to state that he would "ever 
do anything in the dark with the para- 
phernalia thev have-brought into court 
is unreasonable. 


"The prosecution claims that there 


were three men engagrd in tlie murder. 
Why should there be a mask for only 
one man? Why should the gentleman 
with the, beard lie the only one who 
would 
have that mask? Tlon't yon 


think that 
the 
others 
would " be 


masked, too, if they were going to take 
part in that battle'/" 


Mrs. Southworth's testimony was dis- 


missed in a few sentences and with the 
remark that she was gifted with a 
microscopic, and clairvoyant 'eye. thnt 
could see through lath and plaster and 
boards. 


THE DOCTOK AS 'IHE THiRD MA.N. 


Then the counsel tacked ship again in 


the direction of the portly Dr. Watson. 
"I have often wondered if Dr. Watson 
could not be. the third man. Didn't he 
meet the.description both in the open- 
ing address and during the line of evi- 
dence? I think he could be capable of 
such a deed, hut such a deed dees not 
belong to the. line of men put in in the 
form of this 
young man,- the 
de- 


fendant." 


Mrs. McWhirfor's 
testimony 
was 


taken up, and the counsel asked why 
should McWhirter tell his wife that he 
rang the door" bell accidentally; what 
was the necessity for that? The taking 
out of the two Imards of the fence when 
there was a gate a short distance away, 
and wtien the fence was low enough for 
a man to put his hand on the top and 
vault over it, waa not apparent. It was 
asked also why a man, whether drunk 
or sober, should mark his pistol with an 
H or a triangle where it might be iden- 
tified, when he went upon an errand of 
crime such as this was. 


The prosecution had proved that six 


shots had benn fired. Tne testimony of 
Cross ami Jlynl that they took out their 
watches awf deliberately counted seven 
shots, was referred to as absurd and im- 
probable. 


THE 8717FFI.K. 


With reference to the allegation that 


there was a scuffle in the yard during 
the shooting, the counsel said that the 
cnly witness who had testified to any 
such scnllle was Mrs. South worth, and 
in doing so she, had lifted herself out of 
the gross material atmosphere of this 
world. 


The allegation of the prosecution that 


a few minutes before the sbootinjj Heath 
was seen going into the alley with an- 
other man was attempted to UL- supiwrt- 
ed by the evidence of Dr. Watson, 
which was totally unreliable and incon- 
sistent. The testimony of the (iactanos 
aa to the bearded man walking down 
the alley waa characterized aa coming 
from that class of people who are unde- 
sirable neighbora, people who are ar- 
rested for stealing shoes and who are 
found in the neighlttrhood of the toss of 
neigh bora' wood. "Thev are the cattle 
who say that they saw lleath running 
away from the scene ot this man's 
death." 
^ 


nionitiN-nrRfl AXD paounusus. 


Sir, Walser in his opening had stated 


that he would prove that Heath, on the 
night previous to the murder, had been 
in the company of a well known desper- 
ado and desperate character, "Gentle- 
men of the jury," continued Mr. Dftti- 
prcy, "Heath bad never loht his pelf 
respect so much that he would put him- 
self in a position to associate with any 
of lhoHi> pr-nidl'ings of tho assistant dis- 
trict attorney." 


It was stated by one of the Monarch 


saloon witnesses that Heath or one of 


the party hud uuder hi* uriu a bundle 
which looked like two bottles of beer, 
and the inference was sought to be con- 
veyed by the prosecution that this bun- 
dle tfm jiinWl the ««i>?f *>r»ii£<' elnb.*. 
"Imagine a little of beer two ami a half 
feet long!" wad Mr. Deuprey's com- 
ment upon this evidemX'.

Mr, Monaghan teBtifiwl also 
that Heath was not in hid saloon at all 
on the night in question. 


THE I1USSV SACK MISSISC. 


The sneaker called attention to the 


•hiuiges that had been made in the 
McWhirter rJremises sinet« the murder. 
Sim hole in the fence had lieeu boarded 
up and the gunuy sack through which 
it was insisted the seventh bullet en- 
tered was mi??ing, and had not been 
produced in e.videnie. The jury, when 
they inspected the, premises, were de- 
barred from obtaining tho proper idea, 
of their condition at the time of the 
leath ui .McWiiirter. 


That part of the testimony of Mrs. 


McWiiirter that when she wont into the 


k y.-ml with her husband on the 


ni;4ht befme the murder the bo.mU hud 
not LK.'1-ii vy mo veil from tho back fence 
was comniCT.ted upon. The night wa^ 
so Ptill that the Plio;* were distinctly 
huanl in Chinatown a mile away.

M'here the. District Attorney tells yon 
that McWhirter heard tho noise of some 
one walking upon the grass that any one- 
after half-past 10 o'clock could knock 
on the boards with a.lumimer, and with- 
out such a noise Ijoinp inudc to get those 
boards off, that those good people who 
could IKI Jiwakened hy tho accidental 
ringing of the door belf could not have 
heardit? 


The boards were exhibited to the jury 


and the counsel insisted that the ham- 
mer marks showed that the Ijoards had 
been knocked out from the inside, and 
in one place below the place where they 
were nailed to the beam. None of the, 
neighbors heard the hammering on 
those boards in the stillness of tha 
night. He contended that these facts 
would support the theory of suicide,, 
and would do away with the theory of 
murder. 


M'WHIRTEH'S COOLSEES. 


Counsel asked if any gentleman of the 


jury thought tbero were marauders in 
the yard whether they would act as 
McWhirter did. Much stress was laid 
upon the deliberatcness with which 
McWhirter put on his pantaloons, his 
slippers and his hat, took his pistol in 
his hand and went out tho front door, 
ringing the doorbell as he went out, and, 
as he said, 
accidentally. Mrs. Mc- 


Whirter's action also in raising the cur- 
tain as he walked by the window and 
asking him who had rung the bell was 
commented upon at length as to the 
many details given by that Uulviiiher 
testimony. 
Davison 'tcstiGwl that- he 


heard Mr?. McWhirter call for him. 
Mrs. McWiiirter testified that she first 
called for Mr. Clark, and then for the 
servant, Matie Peterson. Tom Rhodes, 
Mr. Clark's m.nn, looked over the back 
fence and asked what the matter was'. 
That was only a second or so after Mrs. 
McWhirter had seen the body, and yet 
he saw no one running out of the alley. 


THE TWO PISTOLS. 


Mrs. McWhirter's minute and accur- 


ate description of bur husband's pistol 
was mentioned by the counsel as a sig- 
nificant fact when the inference was 
that Mrs. McWhirtcr was not 
ac- 


quainted with firearms. 


Fie asked the jury to take, info careful 


consideration the fact that both the pis- 
tols wero of the same caliber, and the 
fact that men armed with pistols on 
murder bent would not carry the osage 
orange clubs with them. 


According to the testimony of Mrs. 


McWhirter her husband had two nistols 
for several years, one a new pistol and 
the other an old one, and the old pistol 
was given by her husband to her brother 
Willie back in the mountains. This waa 
simply hearsay. 


"You have looked at these pistols; the 


old and the new, gentlemen of the jury, 
and it has now become a question with 
you whether you will pay any attention 
to the testimony of this young gentle- 
man, 
Mr. Blasingame. But after the 


tragedy the old and the new pistols are 
found on the grounds of the McWhirter 
premises, and if McWhirter gave it to 
Blasinganifi back in the mountains, it 
seemed to have a speedy way of reaching 
the premises again." 


[Referring to Mrs. McWhirter's testi- 


mony in inde.ntin"cation of the night 
shirt and the under shirt worn by the 
deceased, the counsel argued that it was 
not likely that a lady overcome with 
grief and the great shock of the tragic, 
affair 'would notice particularly what 
kind of garments he wore. 


The counsel exhibited the garments to 


the jury and showed the powder burns, 
remarking at, the same time: "I be- 
lieve that, there are suggestions in this 
whole affair which will snow to you that 
the myths that have been suggested in 
this case, never existed save in the minds 
of those who have sought the ruin oi 
that young mnn and to bring grief and. 
desolation to that mother's heart nnd 
iorrow to that young sister." 


CHOI'S .\X1) TOMATO SAVCE. 


In speaking of the chicken taiii;uYs 


thrown by McWhirtcr into the hack 
alley the councel asked why was it 
necessary for McWhtrter or any other 


ian to go down .town to get tamales 


when the cry of "hot chicken tamales!" 
ia heard al all hours of the night. Mrs. 
McWiiirter testified that it 
way her 


husband's custom tn throw spoiled ta- 


iale.3 into the alley, Would the jury 


believe, askcil the counsel, that the de~- 
ceased was in the habit of receiving 
spoiled tamales? 


Her statement that she. stood on the 


back porch and saw her husband go into 
the chicken y.anl and throw the tamales 
over the fence, was argued by the coun- 
eel as being incredible. A lamp was 
lighted in the kitchen as she stood in the 
kitchen door and looked into the yard 
when she saw bur husband go into the 
chicken yard. That being a dark night 
it would have been impossible for her to 
have seen two feet into the darkness be- 
nuse she was surrounded hy the light 


of the lamp. It was a physical impossi- 
bility for anyone to have done so. 


FOOTE AS A KN'IGHT OF CHIVALRY. 


Mr. Deuprey emphasized the fact that 


Mr. Foote had treated Mrs. McWhirter 
very courteously on tho stand. ''This 
is the gentleman whom the assistant 
district attorney has pictured to you aa 
a ruffian. If the assistant district attor- 
ney lias ever obtained cdiictiiioii in the 
i 


past or will have a chance to know it in : 
the future he will discover that he was i 


in the presence of a niun Lindly of 
thought, kindly of sentiment, courteous 
as the knights of old »ml contemptuous 
of those that deserved contempt." 


Totn Kliodcs was the first man on the 


teem-. "I*t»n*t you-believe that if any 
murderers had (HVU there there would 
hav*; hevn tiutc for Khodcd io buve seen 
wiie, two or three persons leaving tin* 
alley?" 


A bTATtMKXT UJXfRDEU TO UK TUCK. 
Mr?. McWhirter did not liear any 
ullle, nor did she hear anybody run- 


..mg away. 
If there had been any scuf- 


ile, 01- if t'hrr*: had bi'Wt anynn.r niiiuiuj* 
away, sue could have heard it tm that 
still"uight. She detailed the most min- 
ute events of that night, but 6he heanl 
1:0 ^entile and heard no one running 
.iway. The jury cutiM rely on that 
;UtU!t!H*nt being absolutely true. 


Another fact that w:ii> treated asl^-ini* 


>f con^iilenihle importance was the ab- 
jence of any nttue w words before the 
shooting, n there had ln-en trespasix-rs 
ipon thtwe grounds and MuWhirter hiul 
jinn forth to meet them would there 
not have been some words, snrh a?, 
J! \Vhat are you doing here?" and a re- 
ply, "None of your business!" or some- 
thing like that? 


At the tune of the firing Mrs. Mc- 


Whirter was standing at the dressing 
room window and ii there hud been any 
scuttling or imy words or any rmmiiig 
uvay 
she 
undoubtedly would have 


heard it. 


After reviewing Mrs. McWhirter's 


testimony at length the counsel askeil 
the jury whether in the li^ht of those 
facts they believed that Richard R. 
Heath was there. 


THE MISSION OP THE DKFF.N8K. 


"We ftate to you, gentlemen of the 


jury, that we are satisfied that the mis- 
sion of the defense is one that you will 
recognize as the true and proper one, 
and that there will be those of the pros- 
ecution, and 1 believe memlmrs of the 
family who will recognize that.a great 
mistake has been made aud while they 
ture covered with sorrow there has boen 
an awful injustice." 


The door hell is six inches above the 


knob of the door, and the counsel con- 
tended that it was in such a position 
that it could not have bren rung acci- 
dentally hy the deceased. 


THE 
KH1L-11JK T11KOKY. 


The counsel read slowly to the jury 


i he remainder of ihu testimony ot Mrs. 
McXVhirlLT, and dwelt particularly upon 
that part of it with reference to tlie two 
pistols owned by her husband, the oh- 
lec-t liting to suggest the suicide theory 
anil the innocence of the di'fendant. 


Mrd. McWhirter's recognition of her 


husband's nightshirt in the words "H 
looks just like the one that he had on" 
was mentioned by the counsel us an ex- 
ample of the fallibility of her testimony 
on other points. Thu fact that the fatal 
bullet passed inward and downward 
after entering the left breast of the de- 
ceased waa cited by the counsel as an 
evidence that xhe shot could not have- 
been lired by a third parly. The doctor 
testified that the effect of such a shot 
would be, to cause the subject to lose the 
power of locomotion, and to sink gently 
to the ground. 


The counsel asked the jury whether 


they Iwlieved the testimony of Matie 
Nielsen that she heard only three shots, 
that she heard the noise of men in the 
alley and that she beard Mrs. McWhir- 
ter ask, "Who shot papa?" Neither 
Mrs. McWhirter nor any one else testi- 
fied that those words hud been used. 
So that her testimony should not be be- 
lieved. She did not testify before the 
coroner's jury that she heard any noise 
in the alley." She had testified that she 
heard a noise in the night that pre- 
vented her from sleeping. She testified 
also that she had spoken \yitb Mr. Htil- 
well about the affair one time. 


"Gentlemen of the jury, don't you 


think that one interview with St:.lwell 
was enough?" 


Here Mr. Deuprey saw that it was 


half-past 4 o'clock nnd requested an ad- 
journment until 
Monday morning, 


promising at the same time that he 
would finish in two hours. 


The court adjourned until 9 o'clock 


next Monday morning. 


From (he Dnily of Tnc.vlny. 


Eugene N. Denprey, the gifted Pun 


Francisco attorney, closed his argument 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock, having 
spoken four hours yesterday. 


lie made a much better impression 


thau he did on Saturday, for he dropped 
his stagey style of delivery and talked 
•with a business accent that made his 
talk all the better. He had made an 
elaborate argument on Saturday in ad- 
vocacy of the suicide, theory, and to the 
surprise of his hearera yesterday he 
went back on that theory in expressed 
terms, and argued that McWhirter had 
fired the shots out oi the two pistols in 
order to have H believed that an at- 
tempt had been mode by his political 
enemies to murder him and that unex- 
pectedly coming iuto collision with tho 
clothes line post his arm was swerved 
around and the bullet intended for the 
fence went into hia own heart. 


Many men and women kept their 


seats in the court room during the two 
hours of the. noon recess for fear of 
losing them. Some of them brought 
their lunches and nte them in the court 
room, and some remained hungry rather 
than risk the chance of not being able 
to hear the lawyer from Sacramento close 
the case for the prosecution. 


Mr. Johnson made a brilliant exor- 


dium, the vast crowd hanging upon his 
words like bees upon a flower. Many 
eyes were moist while he waa describ^ 
ing the happy home of the McWhirtera 
and its tragic breaking up. 


Mrs. McWhirter was so much over- 


come that she wept freely, and the 
mother and sister of the prisoner were 
visibly .affected. 


Mr. Deuprey resumed his argument, 


fit !) o'clock yesterday morning, begin- 
ning with the testimony of Thomas 
Rhodes, which testimony he read to the 
effect that Rhodes awakened at 2.30 
o'clock in the morning to throw the 
Clark windmill out of gear. He did not 
hear any one running away, and when 
he looked over the fe.nce. he could not 
fee anylMxly in the McWhirter yard. 


The counsel said . that an impression 


had gone abroad that he had adopted 
the suicide theory. 


TIIK Hl'lCIDE THEORY OROPPED. 


"Let me say to you that that is an 


error, but there is a theory in regard to 
what did happen there on that occasion. 
It seems that Mr, McWhirter had on 
occasions a seeming disjwsition to have 
it appear that there were persons who 
wished to assault him. If such were 
the case I can only take it that those, 
elaborate preparation?, STfch as the 
clubs and the manner in which those 
pistola were discovered and the char- 
acter of the mask, tliat they may have 
been placed there by some one who 
made it appear that an attempt was 
made to assault him; that in the assault 
shots were discharged, and that in the 
discharge of those shots the moving 
against the clothes line pole and the 
ronsemient jar turned the handle of 
the pistol, and that an accidental and 
fatal shot was the result." 


No evidence had been submitted that 


Heath wns on the. premises that night. 
His errand to Chinatown on the night 
preceding the murder had been clearly 
explained, and 
his presence in the. 


Monarch saloon with Polley and the 
unknown man a few hours before the 
murder did not in the least connect 
Month with the murder. The saloon 
«ns open for business and the appear- 
ance of Hcnth and the other men there 
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Hi that time was perfectly natural and 
not buat-ptible of a criminal interpreta- 
tion. 


UK. WATSON'S EVES. 


The testimony of Dr. Watson was not 


worthy of Itelief, because it was impossi- 
ble for a man on that night to have seen 
and recognized Heath or any one eke at 
the distuucc at which ID*. Watson was. 
It would have been impossible to have 
seen whether a man wore a beard or 
not. l>r. Watson Alleges that he saw 
only two wen going into the alley before 
the killing. Where was the third man? 
\Vatron saw no bundle of clothing or 
packft«e of l*er bottles with the men. 


The. counsel usked tlie jury to exam- 


ine the upper part of the mask and see 
•whether they could not observe n mark 
r.mscd by a garter clasp, thus showing 
that the mask was made from a woman's 


m KtovkhiK and »ot from an undershirt. 
' 
The theorv of accidental death was 


further elatoratcd. 
The counsel in- 


sisted that all the shots could have been 
made by the eame person, and tho pow- 
der marks on the shirt and the direction 
of tho bullet being downward and in- 
ward, corroborates the theory of the 
collision with the post and the acciden- 
tal turning of the shooter's wrist so that 
the bullet intended for the fence went 
into the heart oi the deceased instead. 


The seventh bullet, it was contended, 


was of 32 caliber and had lieen fired into 
the chicken yard fence a long time pre- 
vious to that night. 


Mrs. Leach had testified that she saw 


a man in light clothing and with his hat 
in his hand running between the two 
houses opposite her house shortly after 
the shooting- Mr. Davison had testified 
that lie wore a light, coat, had his hat in 
his hand and ran between the two 
horses. Thus tlie man seen was Davi- 
son, as he was running for the doctor. 


There is not one atom of evidence to 


connect Heath, 1'olley or John Doe with 
having been in the neighborhood of the 
tragedy on that night, much less that 
Heath should have taken part in the 
murder of his friend on such a dark 
night and with Ktich horrible instru- 
ments as those found on the premises. 
the premises. 
hut believe that 


Dr. Watson wits mistaken even if he 
were the best and most conscientious of 
men, when he claims to have identified 
Heath at twenty-five feet away on a 
dark night, and in the shiidow of the 
trees that lined th« street in the vicinity 
of the mouth of the alley. 


THE S01SB OF WHEELS, 


"If these men were upon murder bent 


or assault to be made, do you mean to 
ray Mint in the stillness of that night 
Ihey could not have, heard the wagon 
wheels of the Watson buggy ;is it ap- 
proaclied, ami do men engaged in the 
taking of life in the dead hour of the 


- night, present .themselves in the middle 


of the traveled mad for the purpose of 
being seen by those who might be ap- 
proaching in that vehicle?" 


Heath's statement as to his doings on 


the night preceding thetragedy was cor- 
roborated by that of John Henry and 
others and is perfectly consistent with 
the theory of innocence. It was in- 
credible that a guilty man should go to 
the widow of his victim and offer to be a 
pallbearer. It was too horrible for be- 
lief to think that Heath, if guilty, could 
have faced the widow in her grief and to 
have confronted the very remains of the 
num whom it WHS claimed he had beeii 


be added to those already n 
him upon tho scroll of fauu 


nstrumental in murdering. 


The testimony of J.S.Eastwood was 


read, in which he said he heard six or 
seven shots. The counsel asked whether 
u 
it was reasonable to suppose that a man j 
contemplating murder would takeoff the

boards and go to the inconvenience of 


tlie examination of so many witnesses. \ 


Yet, the ease lias been, so interesting :

The life ot a. human being was at 


stake,; murder was to be unearthed, the 
murderer was to be punished if lound, 
the law was to be vindicated and socie- 
ty was to bo protected. 
* Society—county, state and nation—is 
a mere segregation of individuals organ- 
ized for mutual aid and protection. In 
early days men redressed their private 
wrongs by the strength of their own 
right arm?. The vendetta of Sicily, the 
family feuds of Scotland, the wars o) 
tlie Koscs in England, have come down 
to us in history because there was no 
supreme law to restrain the exercise of 
private vengeance. 


LAWLESSNESS.

A DARK SI01IT. 


Counsel read the testimony of J. R.

Mr. Johnson called attention to the 


remarks made by the counsel for tho de- 
endant, that they would have been wili- 
ng to submit the case to the jury witlt- 
out argument, and ho asked them to re- 
flect if Mr. Foote had the closing argu- 
nent in this case, did they think ho 
would offer to submit it without argu- 
uent? He proposed to abuse no wit- 
nesses, but lie would speak plainly of 
counsel. He bad notified Mr. Foote be- 
'ore he went away that he would speak 
plainly about him. I never Kay behind 
i man's back what I would not say to 
iis face. And I will explain here that 
10 man has a right to call a lawyer to 
account for what ho may eay in argu- 
ment. The statutes protects him, the 
constitution protects liim, bnt 1 shall 
also say that I do not shelter myself be- 
liind my privilege as a lawyer, and 
whatever Grove L.Johnson says as a 
lawyer Grove L. Johnson is responsible 
for iis a man, at any time, in any place, 
under any circumstances to any human 
being. 


A PECULIAR I-ASE. 


This is a peculiar cate; a wonderful 


one; the enormity of its wickedness 
makes it peculiar. Tho circumstances 
of the homicide, so cowardly, so mean, 
so contemptible, so horrible, make it pe- 
culiar. The mystery thrown urouiid 
the crime makes it "rank with the un- 
known mysteries of the old world im- 
mortalized by OJaboriau in his novels. 


The peculiar conductof some of the 


oflicials of Fresno county as detailed 
upon the stand makes this a most won- 
derful case. 
Tht! strange actions, the 


strange language, the strange testimony 
given by men who ought to know better 
makes this case a most wonderful one. 
The prominence of the deceased in this 
community, in this state, in the east, 
tlie immediate results of the killing in 
Fresno county and elsewhere all over 
the state make it a wonderful case. 


The effects of this case, so widespread, 


so lasting, interwoven ns they are with 
the every day life of-men, entering into 
the social, moral and political fabric of 
this state, have made it one of the cele- 
brated cases of the nineteenth century. 
Then the defense in this case is so pe- 
culiar, so startling,- so opposed to all 
precedent that the case becomes more 
peculiar. The defendant in this case, a 
day laborer," without money, without 
property, is defended by the highest 
priced lawyers in the state of California. 
Fresno furnishes its leaders, renowned 
not merely in Fresno but elsewhere. 
San Joaqiuu did furnish the leader of 
its bar, San Francisco gives up Its lead- 
ers of its bar, and they are brought down

But 
Ivilization has improved men, religion 
dds her gentle teachings, the individ- 
ual has surrendered his right to private 
•engeance and society has agreed to 
punish offenders, either against the in-

The enforcement of this duty has 


>een confided to tlie jury. It has some- 
imea seemed in this country as though 
iroperty was insecure, as though life 
ras unsafe, as though murder was an 
sasycrime to escape from; that our 
Country was retrograding, that the cry 
if the widow and the orphan was un- 
leeded in the land, and that the blood 
jf the innocent victim called in vain on 
he streets and plains of America for 
" istice. 
It has sometimes seemed as if the old 


days were the best, that the law was a 
nereform, throwing itsaruis around the 
criminal and refusing its assistance to 
ihe mourners. It has snmrlimes seemed 
o« if justice was blind only in one eye, 
he blind eye turned to the innocent 
and turned to the public weal, while 
vitli tlie other eye she winked at the 
murderer and brandished her sword to 
irotect crime and keep the criminal 
irom tho vengeance of the law. 


A MART OF INJUSTICE. 


It lias sometimes Fceuicd as though 


the temple of justice were- made a mart 
of injustice, where sinners were, cleansed 
from all their bloody stains. It has 
sometimes seemed in reading the bis- 
,ory of trials of men charged with crime 
n this country, as though the court of 
justice had become another 
tern pie 


illed with some decoction, brewed from 
some source in whic.lt the murderer 
could bathe and emerge with all his sins 
cleansed, and walk the streets once 
more and make more widows and more 
irplians. 


To this we must attribute the fre- 


quency of private vengeance, of public 
lynching*;, the wide spread feeling of in- 
security that is felt all over the hind—in 
the north, the south and the east and 
the west—and the almost universal be- 
lief and knowledge that you can punish 
a man for stealing a loaf of braid, but 
cannot punish him for making a live 
man dead. 


It baa sometimes seemed from the fact 


that the people have neglected these 
things that we are going back to evil 
days, and the question that you are now 
to decide can be epitomized in this: 
shall the law prevail in California? 


Shall the law prevail as laid down in 


the statutes and constitution or shall we 
go back to the old days that you who 
were here in '49 may remember when 
every man's life" depended upon the 
ready revolver or the readier bowie 
knife? 


That is the question for you to solve

and I ask therefore the careful consider- 
tion of the testimony and the careful 
hearing of tbe argument of counsel, and 
the strict adherence to the instructions 
of the Court, for a verdict in accord- 
ance with the. evidence, tlie argument of 
the counsel and the instructions of the 
Court in accordance with law and that 
you will enforce the law and will hang 
that man, and T ask you to do it. 


THE HANDWRITING ON THE WALL. 


In tbe days of Belshazzar the fingers 


of a man's hand came upon the wall 
writing in letters of fire before the King, 
and his courtiers and bis army, the 
words "niene, mene, tekel, upliaruin,' 
"thou art weighed in the balance and 
found wanting," pronouncing at once 
the judgment and fixing the penalty. 


So today the fingers of God'a ham 


speaking through the testimony can be 
seen today writing on the wails of this 
court house that the defendant is guilty 
of murder, of the murder of Louis B 
McWhirter, and it ia the duty of this 
jury to render that verdict. It sears 
the eyeballs of this defendant when as 
IIP looks he can read in the very air 
what has been written by the fingers o 
the epirita of the above that he is guilty 
Unless society does its duty, unless tbe 
constitution is carried into effect by the 
jury, and unless you do your duty com- 
pletely it Is not right, it IB not fair to 
society. 


Your duty is grcfit) yonr responsibility 


here todefend a day laborer who has no 
money, no property, and these lawyers, 
if this defendant ifi to be believed, are 
paid not by himself nor his family, no) 
by the friends of that poor mother and 
sisters and brothers, not by the coutri- 
butions of the family standing tosethei 
as families ought to, but he says thai 
these lawyers are hired by wealthy 
friends: For instance, Tom Brown of 
the Bank of California—a wan just as 
liberal as J. ft. White and no more lib- 
eral than he is. This is a peculiar de- 
ense, an \intru? defense uiul untrue 
lutetnent of the defendant with reief- 
:nce to how these lawyers are hired, as 


will show you later on. This state- 


nent of the defendant is on a par with 
he other statements he has made, ut- 
crly devoid of truth, and said to save 
lim from the just punishment due him. 


FBKSNO COMPLIMENTED. 


The speaker paid a roseate compli- 


ment to the county of Fresno and its 
rouderfnl developmeat as well as to its 
>eople and its civilization. When he 
ame here he felt that his expectations 
were realized, that Fresno deserved all 
ts praise. 


I believed all this until this case 


opened and I heard the witnesses on the 
stand, then I wondered if. I was not 
mistaken. The men and women called 
,s witnesses for the prosecution were 
apparently respectable, they appeared 
to be decent citizens, they volunteered 
10 testimony; each and everyone of 
,hem was compelled to come by .1 aub- 
pena, and each and every one of the 
witnesses for the prosecution was in- 
sulted and disgraced and charged with 
perjury and villiany and conspiracy and 
wickedness. 


NO RIGHTS WEKK SACKED. 


Sacred woman was not exempt, stal- 


wart man was not exempt. Without 
distinction of race, sex or condition in 
life, each and every witness for tlie pros- 
ecution was assailed with so much 
vehemence, so much apparent sincerity 
that I asked myself tho question, "Am 
I awake or am 1 dreaming, am I in 
Fresno or am I in Hades?" 


I giizfid upon them. I listened to the 


testimony and I found I was not mis- 
taken in believing that I was in a re- 
spectable, orderly and progressive city 
when J felt that we had respectable, in- 
telligent and decent witnesses. 


I found that what 1 heard was the 


unnecessary abuse of decent people by 
these lawyers for the defense. Hence 
I say the defense was peculiar. Never 
in my practice in twenty years in Cali- 
fornia have I heard or seen, or read of 
such conduct. 
The same course was 


pursued during the argument. 


One day by Foote was consumed— 


nine-tenths of it in abuse of one or two 
witnesses. Part of a day was used by 
Sir. Deuprey in abuse of witnesses. Tlie 
exordium and peroration and filling in 
of their argument was abuse. 


They commenced with abuse in the 


argument and they continued it until 
the close of their arguments. The man- 
ner in which the witnesses for the pros- 
ecution were treated by these lawyers 
was as improper as it was unnecessary, 
as indecent as it was unmanly, as un- 
professional as it was cowardly, as un- 
gentlemanly as it was low. It stamped 
these lawyers with shame, it made me 
blush for the honorable profession of 
the law. 


A lawyer has no right to take up a 


witness on thestaiid and say, "You are 
a perjured villain and a lying thief," | 
and no living lawyer, and no lawyerwho j 
is dead or gone ever had a right, no i 
lawyer ever will have a right to insult i 
witnesses as W. W. Foote and Eugeno 
Deuprey insulted the witnesses for the 
prosecution in this case. It was a di- 
rect intimidation of tbo witnesses; it 
waa a blow at truth and decency; it 
profaned the temple of justice; it out- 
raped the tradition of the profession.
